DO ABOUT ERRORS? 


One of the biggest errors in the Town Meeting 
the cutting of funds, for the Town Engineer, The 
was not for a cut, but for expansion, 
One speaker, from the Board of Selectmen, told 
the voters of ‘facts’ as he knew them, from three

funds are lumped together. 

The resulting vote was an error, for which the 
Town will be paying dearly, in the year to come, 

A second error was the cutting off of funds for 
traffic lights at the corner of Woburn and Lowell 
Streets, 

The Town Crier was not in favor of new traffic

The redistricting of Middlesex 
County, for representation in the 
Great ane General Court (Mass, 
Legislature) as fleld Tuesday at- 
ternoon by the Middlesex County 
Commissioners, would assure Wil- 
mington of a representative in the 
Legislature, 

Middlesex County is to gain 
three representatives, for a total 
of 58, in the proposed redistrict- 
ing of Massachusetts, 

County Commissioners Freder- 
ick J, Connors, John F Dever and 
John L Dznehy have proposed that 
Wilmington and Ward 6 of Woburn 
(North Woburn) be known as Dis-@ 
trict 25. The area at present has 
@ population of 22,2245, of which 
6984 are shown to be in Ward 6 
and 15,261 in Wilmington (1955 
figures). 

At the presenttime Wilmington 
is grouped with Burlington and 
Wards 6 and 7 of Woburn for one 
representative, Under the Com- 
missioner’s proposal Burlington 
would also be a seperate district, 
and Ward 3 of Woburn would be 
grouped with Burlington, The rest 
of Woburn would have a repre- 
sentative, 

Reading, North Reading, and 
Stoneham would be grouped toge- 
ther in the Commissioner’s plan, 
and have a total of two represen- 
tatives,

Atty Simon Cutter appeared be- 
fore the board, acting for Robert 
Coery of Lowell, Mr Corey owns 
an old gravie pit, between Ains- 
worth Road and Route 125, and 
Cutter told the Selectmen that he 
wishes to buy nine acres of Town 
owned land, adjacent to the pit, 
The Principal Assessor, Cutter 
said, had appraised the land at 
$4500, Black moved that the TM 
investigate the offer and report, 

A report was made for the Vo- 
ting Machine Committee by Bob 
Jennings of Moore Street, 

He recommended that the term
